Our  boys  and 
girls  who  are  coming  up  in  the  schools 
would  find  employment  more  suitable 
than  the  donning  of  white  aprons. — 
Out  of  it  in  time,  would  accrue  a  vast 
benefit;  it  would  naturally  tend  to 
elevate  us  from  the  mire  in  which  we 
are  so  deep;  it  would  provide  a  way 
for  the  acquirement  of  that  wealth  for 
which  we  are  ever  craving,  and  which 
is  most  desireable.  We  cannot  ob 
tain  these  things  by  simply  longing 
for  them ;  they  will  not  come  to  us. — 
We  must  offer  the  inducement  by 
shaking  off  our  passiveness  and  enter¬ 
ing  in  with  a  spirit  to  work  for  them. 
Start  into  something,  though  it,  nt 
first,  be  necessarily  small.  Small  be 
ginnings  with  energy,  tact,  and  econ¬ 
omy  have  ter  minated  in  vast  accumu¬ 
lations  of  wealth.  The  success  of 
the  Astors,  Stewarts,  and  Vanderbilts 
attest  this.
